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It is well known that deckles some- 
times slide out of their places on the first pul- 
leys and slip under the flange, where they 
press so hard on the wire as to crush and tear 
it in an in¢redibly short time. An accident of 
this kind was recently recorded, for the 
machine-man had not adjusted the deckle or 
roll to its proper position; but it could not 
have happened if the flanges had been larger. 
In the invention illustrated, by the simple turn- 
ing of a hand-wheel, the deckle frames go in- 
ward or outward as desired, the slack of the 
apron being wound up by a small roller, 
which is acted upon automatically by a weight 
hanging over the side of the machine framing. 
Three illustrations are given showing this 
new deckle. A is the ordinary breast-roll of a 
paper machine; B is the movable deckle- 
frame moved outward and inward by means 
of two screws (E), which have right and left 
handed threads.- The deckle-frame B is pro- 
jected into a lip-box (see Figure 2); this 
shakes with the wire frame. A small brass 
roller D (Fig. 2) is carried off the deckle- 
frame, round which the apron H is wound by 
means of a weight hung over the side of the 
machine and attached to a small pulley, which 
is fixed to one end of the above-mentioned 
roller D. The apron H is attached to 
the lip-box, being sunk into a check, which 
is exactly as deep as the apron is thick, 
and thus an even flush surface is left. The 
apron is only tacked down to the centre part 
of the lip-box, the two ends being taken 
underneath the deckle-frames and up round 
the small roller. Upon reference to the illus- 
tration it will be seen that if the hand-wheel F 
is moved the two deckle-frames will go in, 
and the weight K, being made of sufficient 
weight, will cause the roller D to wind up 
tightly the apron. Or, if the hand-wheel is 
moved so as to cause the frames to go ou/, the 
weight will ascend and the apron will unroll 
itself as much as necessary, always, however, 
having the weight on, and being, therefore, 
perfectly tight as well as quite ‘‘ stuff tight.” 
The deckle-bands being -carried round the 
ordinary flanged pulleys at this point, they will 
follow in or out as the frames themselves are 
moved. It is not necessary to touch any of 
this mechanism while putting on a new wire. 
There are no knees in connection with it, 
and there are literally and absolutely no 
thumb-screws or pinching-screws to slacken 
before commencing to shift the deckle. At 
any moment the machine-man has simply to 
turn the hand-wheel in the right direction. He 
has never, as far as the deckles are con- 
cerned, to go to the back of the machine. Pro- 
vision is made so that the whole system can, 
if required, be put off the centre of the wire 
frame in the event, say, of a torn edge. Every 
paper maker knows that the length of his apron 
isa vexed question. What suits one maker, 
does not, for some practical reason, suit an- 
other. Se that his difference of opinion may 
not prove an inconvenience to the patent, the 
makers have arranged that any length of apron 
can be applied. The length of the small 
roller will, of course, vary according to the 
length of apron. 

A very useful addition to this invention is 
\o have through-going screws for the vacuum 
boxes, having right and left hand screws, so 
that they also can be shifted from the front 
side of the machine by the ‘‘tenter,”” while the 
machine-man alters the deckle-frames. — Paper 
lvade Review, London. 
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A New Water-Motor. 








The Miller gives a description of a new 
water-motor which was exhibited at the late 
Inventions Exhibition, London, where it was 
working for some months, doing electric 
ighting and other work. 

It is quite novel in construction, a species of 
clongated vertical water-wheel, in which the 
water is received on horizontal floats, traveling 
‘own an iron casing, in which they fit freely and 
n which it acts by dead weight. The floats are 
suspended between two series of massive links 
passing over a pair of wheels of small .diam- 
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eter, keyed shaft, to which they give 
motion, and from which the power is taken

rest on brackets projecting in- 
ward intothe casing from each link, which keep 
them horizontal while descending with their 
load of water. They are so balanced that the 
centre of gravity of the whole series is verti- 
cally under the point where they leave the 
pitch line of the wheels, and to this arrange- 
ment is chiefly due the fact that they travel 


down the casing without perceptible friction or | 


leakage. The casing or trunk, which is of 


metal, is rectangular in section, and may be 


of any size, and the floats fit it with a clear- | 
ance all round of one-sixteenth of an inch. | 


Down each end is a rectangular recess in the 
casting, planned out to fit the links 
within one-sixty-fourth of an inch.

Manufacture of Sizing Compounds 
for Paper-Makers’ Use. 





Following is a description of a new 
process for producing direct from bauxite, or

After the liquor has been neutralized, if such 
neutralization was necessary, it is separated 
from its insoluble admixtures, which can be 
accomplished by subsidence, filtration, or by 
any other means. The liquor, which consists 
chiefly of sulphate of alumina and sulphate of 
iron, with other sulphates of such materials as 
may have been used to neutralize the solution, 
is now subjected to a treatment with either 
plumbic dioxide, peroxide, sesquioxide, or by- 
peroxides of manganese, or stannic acid, or 
any other substance which will remove iron 
from aluminous solutions. In case iron should 
be present as a protoxide, it will be advanta- 


geous to oxidize this lower oxide into the 
higher or peroxide by means of any well-known 
oxidizing agent—such as chlorine or nitric 
acid—as the iton can only be removed in the 
form of peroxide. Should the iron be present 
as protoxide, it will be oxidized into peroxide 
at the expense of some of the above com- 
pounds, 

After all or nearly all of the iron has been 
removed the liquor is separated from the in- 


r

soluble matter by subsidence, filtration, or in 
any convenient way. if it has not 


already been done, treated with a sufficient 
quantity of oxide of zinc, or carbonate of zinc, 
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or oxide of magnesium, or carbonate or bicar- 
bonate of magnesia, until a sample taken 
fails to act destructively upon artificial ultra- 
marine-blue. This treatment can take place 
at any desirable temperature, but it is pre- 
ferred to heat the liquors to expedite the 
process. 

When the desired point of basisity has been 
reached, the liquor is run into proper vessels 
for evaporation. If the liquor should not be 
entirely clear, owing to slight impurities pres- 
ent in the neutralizing materials employed, it 
is well to clearify it, which gan be accomplish- 
ed by any well-known means. The clear solu- 
tion is now boiled or concentrated until it 
reaches a density of from 60° to 65° Baumé 
(more or less). It is now left to cool, and 
when in a semi-fluid or pasty state a small 
quantity —say 
two pounds to one thousand pounds of fin- 
ished material—is rapidly the 
mass. 

The action of the hot solution on the bicar- 
bonate of soda is to drive off carbonic-acid

At this stage of the process the mass 
is emptied or removed into proper receptacles 


to harden. It is now broken up into frag- 


ments of the desired size, and is thus brought | 


into a merchantable condition, 
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Dams are frequently built in localities 
where the banks, upon one or both sides of 
the stream, are not as high as the water 
must be raised for the’ purpose of obtaining 
sufficient head. Here they extend outward 
to the higher land, and, although the water 
is comparatively shallow, this is liable to be 
the most troublesome portion of the structure 
to build and keep in repair, particularly if it 
is made of wood. In such places a stone 
wall, with a bank of earth in front of it, when 
properly constructed and composed of suit- 
able materials, forms the best and most econ- 
omical dam. Some recommend using the 
earth without the stones for this 
purpose, claiming that they convey 
the frost into the bank, loosening 
it and forming openings through 
which the water is liable to force 
its way, but it is better to use both 
wherever the stones can be obtained, 
as they form a barrier that generally 
prevents the earth from washing 
away enough to cause much dam- 
age, even if the water finds a passage 
through it. 

Prepare the ground for this por- 
tion of a dam by removing the 
surface soil from the place to be oc- 
cupied by it. This is necessary, 
because it contains grass, roots and 
other substances which will decay and present a 
favorite harbor for earthworms and other vermin 
to burrow in and make openings for the passage 
of water. Then build ‘the wall to the height 
required, making it broad at the base and con- 
siderably battering on both sides. Place the 
largest and best stones upon the outside, and 
lay its inside with the smaller ones, packing 
them as closely as possible to prevent the 
yearth from working into it. There is the 
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same reason in rejecting the surface soil in 
selecting the material for the bank as in pre- 
paring the place for it. Gravel is the best 
material for this use. Not the washed gravel 
that may be obtained from the beds of streams 
in many places, but that found upon gravelly 
ridges, which has enough fine material in its 
composition so that it will settle and forma 
compact mass when thoroughly saturated with 
water. Make the bank wide enough for teams 
with the carts used to be driven along upon it. 
Where the water can be raised as the work 
progresses, and the material kept thoroughly 
saturated, the men and teams will trample it 
into a compact mass that will be as nearly im- 
pervious to water as possible if suitable gravel 
is used. 

In places 
the bank is made of dry earth—no matter how 


where this is not practicable and 


thoroughly it may be trampled down—consid- 
erable water will pass through when it is raised 
upon one side, but after being saturated it 
will generally settle, beeome compact and 
form a tight dam. The proportion that a 
bank filled with dry earth will settle is stated 
to be about one-fifth of its depth, from which 
allowances must be made. After making the 
bank high enough so that the water will not 
flow over it in time of freshets put on a coat- 
ing of the surface soil and seed to grass. 
When this has grown it forms protection from 
the frost and its roots will prevent the earth 
from washing, even if some water should flow 


over it. 


A covering of stone is required upon 





the side next to the pond to protect that from 
the action of the waves. No trees should be 
allowed to grow upon or very near sucha 
bank, as the force exerted by the wind upon 
their tops is communicated through their 
trunks to the roots that loosen the earth, and 
are liable to form openings, through which 
the water flows in a small stream that is some- 
times the beginning of a serious washout.—

Carelessness in the Boiler-Room. 





“Familiarity breeds contempt” is an 
old saying, and it is unfortunately true that it 
holds good in the boiler-room. In this case it 
would be wise to add to the old saw, ‘‘ and 
contempt breeds trouble,” for many accidents 
may be traced to the carelessness in the man- 
agement of boilers which naturally follows 
long connection with them. Especially is 
this apt to .be the case when a man has been 
so fortunate in his management of a boiler- 
plant for a long time as to have had no serious 
trouble with it. 

It is customary with some mechanics to test 
new boilers, or old ones which have under- 
gone repairs, by simply subjecting them to a 
high steam-pressure. Why any intelligent 
person should do this passes our comprehen- 
sion. If a boiler is known to be strong enough 
to sustain a certain pressure, there is no 
ly reason to subject it to that pressure. 
is not absolutely certain that it will bafely 
tain any given pressure, then it is the height _ 
of folly, and it incurs a risk that no man can 
afford to take, to apply that pressure in stich 
a manner that in the event of the boiler not 
proving strong enough to sustain it, an explo- 
sion will inevitably occur. 

During the past year we have a record of at 
least three explosions, all attended by loss of 
life and great destruction of property, from 
this cause. The danger in such cases is 
usually greatly increused by calking the 
seams, rivet-heads, &c., where leaks exist 
while the boiler is under pressure. 

Another dangerous practice is the calking 
of joints in steam pipes while pressure is on. 

If pipes or fittings are corroded, as they 
very frequently are in such cases, there is 
danger that the chisel or calking tool may be 
driven through the pipe. In such a Case the 
sudden escape of steam is more than liable to 
seriously scald the workman. Quite recently, 
in a neighboring city, a workman was so 
seriously scalded in this manner that he died 
from his injuries. The practice is a very 
dangerous one and should never be allowed. 
Of a similar nature to the above and one 
which should be as strongly discountenanced, 
is the practice of screwing up man-hole, 
hand-hole and similar plates while boilers are 
under steam, to stop leakage. A great many 
accidents have been caused in this manner, 
A few years ago a battery of three horizontal

trying to remove a man-hole plate with twenty 
pounds of steam on the boiler. He had re- 
moved the nut from the bolt, and was trying 
to drop the plate (in this case the boiler was 
provided with an internal man-hole frame) 
into the boiler. He had just begun the job, 
and the plate, owing to the great pressure on 
it, had fortunately so far resisted his efforts to 
dislodge it. It may be inferred that he had a 
pretty loud call to ** get down off that boiler,” 
and very fortunate for him it was, too. 

A few months ago a very bad accident 
occurred in a rubber works, where two men 
attempted to remove the head from a vulcan- 
izer before shutting off the steam. These 
vessels consist of a cylindrical shell, and the 
goods to be vulcanized are put in at one end, 
and the opening closed by a circular plate or 
door, which is bolted to a flange on the end of 
the cylinder. After the men had removed 
some of the bolts, the steam-pressure proved 
to be too great for the remaining bolts to 
withstand, and the head was blown out with 
great force, killing them instantly and dam- 
aging the building and machinery to a con- 
siderable extent. ~ 

This ligt of accidents might be continued 
almost indefinitely, but we think we have said 
enough to call the attention of those interested 
to the fact that too much care cannot be 
exercised in the management of steam appar- 
atus of all kinds. Eternal vigilance is the 
price of safety, and it is much easier and 
more practical to avoid accidents by the 
constant exercise of the greatest care than it 
is to dodge the fragments when an explosion 
occurs. —Locomotive.

It has been profoundly quiet here in 
business circles this week, nothing of special 
importance occurring worthy of note. Busi- 
ness moves on as usual with an even tide of 
small orders, but no large ones are mentioned. 
Annual meetings are being held all along 
the line and the result of the year’s business 
is discussed at each of them. In some casés 
it is satisfactory, in others the showing could 
be better, but on the whole the past year has 
brought some good results. Some of the 
paper makers are very ¢autious in expressing 
their views as to the future, a few of the mote 
conservative seeing nothing just now to w 
rant any expectation of an immediate revival 
of trade. Others say that their business is fair 
with a good prospect for future dealings, and 
these men find very little cause for complaint. 
The machines are turning off every pound of 
paper that is possible in most cases, and, as 
there is very little accumulation of finished 
stock, it shows that the paper must go some- 
where. But the pinch comes on the prices. 
Paper of all kinds is so low that the margin 
for profit isextremely narrow, and although 
this has been repeated till it has become 
threadbare, you cannot talk with a paper 
maker five minutes in regard to business with- 
out his referring to the low prices which he is 
obliged to take for his goods. There is little 
change either in demand or price in the stock 
market. Small lots at favorable rates find 
favor in some quarters, but the volume of 
business is limited. 

The Western Massachusetts’ creditors of the 
St. Louis Book and‘ Stationery Company, 
headed by E. C. Rogers, B. D. Rising and 
James Ramage, are taking active measures to 
press their claims against the company, which 
foot up about $50,000.

Washington Letter.

Wasuincrton, D. C., January 27, 1886. 
Under authority of Section 3756 of the 
Revised Statutes and by appointment of the 
President of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House, the Joint Committee of Public Printing 
is created. The statute says: ‘‘ There shall 
be a joint committee on public printing, con- | 
sisting of three members of the Senate, ap- | 
pointed by the President of the, Senate, and 
three members of the House of Representa- 
tives, appointed by the Speaker of the House, 
who shall have the powers hereinafter stated.” 
As this section in some degree conflicts with 
the mode of appointment of the other com- 
mittees of the Senate, under its rules there | 
was at the time of the appointment of the 
committee at this session of Congress some 
debate on the subject. Mr. Hoar, of Massa- 
chusetts, put on record a mild protest against 
the action of the President of the Senate, and 
the President quickly informed Mr. Hoar that 
he was following in the line of precedent 
established by the last President fro tem., 
Mr. Edmunds. Mr. Edmunds gave his views 
on the subject, and inasmuch as he told some- | 
thing about the validity of contracts it may be | 
well to quote him. He said: ‘‘ The same | 
question was presented to the person who 
occupied the chair at the last Congress, and he 
thought it was wise and safe to adopt the 
course that the present President of the Senate 
has done. Agreeing entirely with what the

CONGRESS having got under way, after 
its fashion, we resume our correspondence 
from the capital. Many questions of in- 
terest to the paper-making fraternity will 
come up during the session.

SOME attention is being given in Eng- 
land to the deckle and its adjustment,

ourselves of the courtesy of one of our 
London contemporaries, to whom we re- 
turn thanks for advance proofs. It is 
stated that this shifting deckle has been 
adopted by some of the leading paper- 
makers of the United Kingdom. 





CONGRESS is asked to appropriate 
$5,000,000 for the improvement of the 
Erie and Oswego canals, the condition 
being that those waterways shall be kept 
free to commerce. Ifthis proposition was 
of value to New York alone it could not 
be seriously entertained, but it will benefit 
the trade of the country East and West. 
Our interior water communications are 
effective in keeping down railway freight 
charges, and although in these days of 
rapid intercourse by steam and electricity 
people are impatient of water carriage by 
slow routes, they nevertheless derive ad- 
vantage from the existence of the latter, 
and can frequently use them to their 
benefit. Propositions to improve our 
canals and streams should not be too 
hastily cried down. 





THE changed conditions of paper-mak- 
ing in Great Britain, according to an Eng- 
lish contemporary, have changed the char- 
acter not only of the trade, but of the 
men engaged in it. Perhaps it is time. 
British manufacturers have been ad- 
dicted to sticking to the rut, although 
there is no denying that they have 
shown their enterprise in other ways to a 
degree which has sometimes induced won- 
der at their incongruous actién. We are 
told that there are indications that some 
of the most honored in che British paper 
trade are alive to the altered conditions 
of manufacture, and from what we learn 
through the same source it is evident 
that they are going strongly for wood 
and for all other substitutes for rags of 
an economic character and cheapening 
tétidéncy.’ “The fatt is that otr' brethren 
over the water have got to bestir them- 
selves. They find competition on every 
side, in their home and in their for- 
eign and colonial markets, and the 
competition is of that sort which they 
are unable to meet by sticking to their 
old methods. There is a warning in this 
to American paper makers. When the 
British manufacturer begins to work him- 
self into a state of excitement we may be 
prepared to find him making great effort 
to retain his position.

—I have investigated the bisulphite system to 
some extent and have carried my examination 
back to 1785, and I say that there is now a 


Mitscherlich's, Francke’s, Ritter-Kelliner’s, 
Partington’s and others. There are no pa- 
tents connected with the preparation of sul- 
phur pulp that are good for anything except 
those upon the construction of the boilers. 
There are many patents upon constructing 
acid apparatus, but they are only valuable as 
far as that particular apparatus is concerned, 
and anybody varying from the combinations 
they make—and nearly all of the patents are 
on particular combinations—can construct a 
satisfactory apparatus. All of these patents, 
however, are ante-dated. It is a fact that no 
one can manufacture wood pulp under the 
McDougall & Ritter-Kellner patents belonging 
to the American Sulphite Pulp Company with- 
out infringing upon patents of a previous date. 
As to those previous patents, they may or 
may not be valid, but nevertheless they exist. 
As to ourselves, I do not know that we shall 
go into the manufacture of bisulphite pulp, but 
the probabilities are that if we could do it 


at a reasonable price for royalties, &c., 
we would go into it, unless we find 
the alkali process can be _ cheapened 


enough to beat the other. Regarding the 
claim of the man in Tennessee that he can 
build a tower, digester or steam boiler, and 
have the whole plant at a cost of less than 
$3,000, and sell pulp for a quarter of a cent 
per pound, it is said that he uses eighty-five 
pounds pressure. He can’t do that without a 
steam-boiler. Thus he requires a tower, a 
digester, a steam-boiler, with all the other 
necessary apparatus, and if all of ‘his material 
were given him, the labor alone-would exeeed 
a quarter of a cent per pound. On the face of 
it, it is an absurdity and not wofthy of any 
consideration. If you take one of these ar- 
ticles, going into the chemistry of the question, 
to Partington, he will say: ‘‘ It does not make 
any difference. I have an Irishman at three 
and fourpence a day, who can make my sul- 
phurous acid gas without disturbing his intel- 
lect with that.” Partington has a man in the 
daytime and a boy at night to manufacture 
his liquor. That man knows how much sul- 
phur to shovel in, how high to keep the damper 
open; he knows enough to go to the large 
wooden tanks and test the liquor, and if- it 
tests 44%4° to 5° Beaumé, he draws it off and 
puts in fresh liquor. You cannot afford to 
pay for the capacity that would absorb those 
articles, because it costs more than three and 
fourpefice per day. The -Aniericaf? Sulphite 
Pulp Company has a very good thing, but it 
has not everything in the way of an acid pro- 
cess. I know of something better, but I 
have not got it. It is -as free to me 
as to that company, and as free to it as to me. 
It would not cost anybody anything except a 
trip to the other side. There are no royalties 
to pay and it is as free as air. The American 
Sulphite people have not seen it all. When I 
went over, I went out of the beaten track. I 
went into boilers that no American citizen has 
ever before perspired in. I went inside of 
boilers that had been used, and I had to wait 
until they had cooled off, and. even then the 
thermometer was 150° in the shade. A boiler 
can be built with a ton capacity, lined with 
lead, inside of $5,000. I can build an acid ap- 
paratus for $1,500 which will be superior to 
the costly apparatus of other parties. It will 
be superior to anything that is used by Parting- 
ton, or described in the patents of Ekman, 
Francke, Mitscherlich or Ritter-Kellner. 
Furthermore, I will use 20 per cent. less sul- 
phur to a ton of pulp than Partington does. I 
assume that all patents on bisulphite in this 
country have been taken out since 1869. I 
fail to find a single patent for an acid process 
that I have investigated—I would not say I 
have investigated them all—but I have found 
that it was ante-dated, although it had no 
reference to any particular application. I have 
gone back to 1785, and the more I study the 
more I make up my mind that there is nothing 
new under the sun.

Working a Laid Dandy. 
Rrecetsvitie, N. J., January 26, 1886. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

Referring to the inquiry in relation to a 
**laid dandy” which appeared in THE Jour- 
NAL lately, I offer the following: 

The first suction-box should be directly un- 
der the deckle-drum, and the suction-pipe at- 
tached to the box should have a valve, so that 
the machine-tender can regulate the suction, 
as it is necessary to carry all of the water suf- 
ficiently under the dandy to get a perfect im- 
pression. The second box should be, say, 
eighteen inches from the first, and the dandy 
should be between the two boxes in its regular 
place with the dandy-stand so adjusted that 
almost the entire weight will run on the wire 
or paper. Good results often depend on how 
the pulp is prepared. I would suggest that 
the engine should be furnished light, and care 
taken in beating the stock, so that it will work 
nicely on the machine and close in well. I 
think that if the foregoing instruction is fol- 
lowed, and the machine-tender understands 
his business, a perfect impression will be ob- 
tained. H. M. C.

Something About Machine-Tenders. 
Mexico, January 18, 1886. 
To the Editor of The Journal ; 

I think that paragraph reflecting on ma- 
chine-tenders needs a reply. A good machine- 
tender is a prize worth having, and paper- 
mill owners are beginning to find out. that 
machine-tenders are the proper persons to 
make superintendents of. The time is past 
when a man could be put in as foreman of a 
mill who had only been a rag-room or finish- 
ing ‘‘boss.” With such men the mill gets Jeft 
every time, as they don’t keep up the value 
of shares and often run the mill down. I 
know of a man who through influence got 
charge of a mill, and the first thing he did was 
to discharge the machine-tender in order to 
put one of his friends in his place, but the new 
man could not “fill the bill,” and it worked 
against him, so that the foreman Had to take 
the road and the last I heard of him he was. 
back-tending. 

In a mill not a great ways from the city of 
New York, some years ago, the paper had been 
rather out on weight and the owner was down 
in the machine-room and came.to the scales 
to see what the sheet weighed on the scales, 
The machine-tender, knowing that the sheet 
weighed about ‘‘two-quarters light,” went 
close behind him and as soon as the owner 
had looked the sheet Over and’ put’ id oh the 
scales, but before he could look at the weight, 
the machine-tender, calling his attention to 
something on the machine, whipped the sheet 
off of the scales, spit inside of it’ and put it 
back on the scales again. He knew that the 
owner of the mill was a smart man and would 
be sure to look at the weight in a minute. 
The trick brought the weight just right; the 
boss looked and was satisfied. 

Here is another story. The lay-boy strap 
broke and after giving due warning, although 
the mill was paying well, they did not get 
a new one; so it broke again, and the 
millwright said he could fix it, which he 
did by riveting a piece on; but the ma- 
chine-tender knew that it would stiffen the 
place where it was riveted, and he made up his 
mind that it should not work. So, when he 
started up, and the paper came to the lay-boy, 
he put his thumb on the strap, and as the 
place where the strap was riveted came around 
the pulley, by pressing the strap a little, the 
stiff place jumped on the pulley and threw the 
travelers out. The millwright and owner were 
both looking to see how the strap would work, 
and the result was that they sent for a new 
strap.

Boston Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. }

As the first month of the new year 
draws to a close one is inclined to summarize 
a little with a view of being better able to 
judge of the immediate future, And after 
looking over the diversified interests of the 
paper trade for the past thirty days, what con- 
clusions can we draw? While no one seems 
willing to be placed on record as a prophet, 
there is a general feeling that the develop- 


ments ,of January give promise of a brighter | 


outlook, and that the spring trade will be ac- 
tive. 

From paper makers very little complaint is 
heard on the score of orders with which 
all seem to be well supplied, and this fact 
shows that the demand is good. Paper deal- 
ers have had a good January business and the 
consumption of paper has been even larger 
than usual for the first month of the year. In 
paper maker’s supplies there has been a fair 
average movement for the month, although the 
stocks moved have been largely of the cheaper 
grades, and the prices realized altogether, too 
low. With the exception of low prices, which 
seem to rule the paper industry in its varied 
branches, the condition of the trade is appa- 
rently healthy, and it is not improbable that 
the present year may develop higher prices. 

Foreign arrivals during the past seven days 
have been very few and inconsequent, the im- 
ports of paper stock and chemicals having been 
very light. 

Of paper stock the imports reported show a 
total of 1,315 bales and coils, 32 bales of rags, 
71 bales of paper stock, 308 bales of paper 
waste, '79 bales of flax waste, 234 bales of jute 
cuttings, 380 hales of old bagging and 211 
coils of old rope. 1,800 bundles of wood pulp 
were also received by Train, Smith & Co. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date include 268 casks of bleaching powders, 57 
casks of soda ash and 560 barrels of soda crys- 
tals ; 24 casks of Southern clay and 424 bar- 
rels of rosin are also reported. 

Bleaching powders are in very fair demand, 
supply moderate, and market firm at 1.60c. 
Caustic soda is dull at 2.55c. to 2.60c. Soda 
ash is quoted at 1.35c. to 1.40c. for 48 per 
cent., with fair jobbing demand. Sal soda is 
in light supply and quoted at 95c. to arrive; 
from store in sound lots Ic. to 1.05c. is asked.

Unionville, Conn. 

A slight accident is reported to have occur- 
red at the paper mill of F. W. Bird & Son, 
East Walpole, on Saturday last, the engine 
cylinder being damaged. Repairs are now 
under way. In the meantime the mill is 
running by water-power, and the daily prod- 
uct of the mill is only slightly curtailed. 

As is generally known, M. A. Ring & Sons, 
paper-stock dealers of this city, failed some 
two years ago and effected a settlement with 
their creditors at twenty cents on the dollar, 
which amount was paid at the time. Since 
then M. A. Ring & Sons have labored hard, 
and they have done a fair amount of business, 
with reasonable profits. Notwithstanding that 
the compromise indebtedness was legally set- 
tled, the firm has preferred to pay one hundred 
cents on the dollar, and all of the merchan- 
dise creditors, with the single exception of one 
Providence concern, have since been paid in 
full. The claim of this Providence creditor is 
recognized, and will be paid also ere long. It 
is seldom that an action of this kind comes to 
notice, and it reflects much credit upon M. A. 
Ring & Sons, who have always recognized the 
claims against them, notwithstanding the wil- 
lingness of their creditors to accept the twenty 
cents compromise.

The 
enlargement was made by a series of photo- 
graphs taken through solar microscopes until 
the bacillus was shown about the size of an 
ordinary cactus plant. It was covered with 
spines and presented a very uninviting ap- 
pearance. The exhibition was unique, as it is 
the first time that the bacillus has ever been 
presented in a way in which its peculiarities 
can be studied fully and easily.

S. P. TAYLor. 

S. P. Taylor, senior partner of the firm of 
S. P. Taylor & Co., paper manufacturers, San 
Francisco, died on Friday, January 22, of 
dropsy, at his residence in Taylorville, Cal. 
Mr. Taylor was one of the early paper makers 
of California, erecting the first paper mill on 
the Pacific coast, and at the time of his death 
his firm owned the Pioneer and San Geroénimo 
mills at Taylorville in that State. He was 
fifty-nine years of age, and for some months 
past has not been actively engaged in busi- 
ness, owing to ill-health, He was at one 
time a member of the Board of Supervisors, 
but other than this held no public office. He 
was a genial, pleasant man, and was much 
respected by all. Several of his sons, who 
were in partnership with him, have carried on 
the business during his illness.

At the annual meeting of the Parsons Paper 
Company, Holyoke, Mass., on the 23d inst., 
some changes were made in the management 
of the company, the following being the list 
of the officers as they now stand: J. C. Par- 
sons, president ; J. S. McElwain, agent ; E. P.

In the fall of 1879 Jonas L. Phillips sold to 
John L. Taylor 500 bales R. C. Leghorn rags, 
which in turn the latter sold to W. C. Hamil- 
ton & Son, of Philadelphia, Pa. Then came 
the boom, and a large portion of the rags were 
not delivered to Taylor until the end of March, 
by which time the market had dropped. Then 
Mr. Taylor declined to receive the goods, 
and refused to pay $1,000, then due by 
him to Mr. Phillips, claiming damages for 
non-fulfillment of contract. In 1880, Mr. 
Phillips brought suit for $1,000, whereupon 
Mr. Taylor put in a claim of $3,400 for 
damages, he becoming plaintiff by this 
action. He was non-suited in the Superior 
Court, and on an appeal to the General Term 
the action of the trial judge was held to be 











erroneous and a new trial was ordered. After 
a wait of a year a new trial was had, and the 
jury awarded Mr. Taylor his full claim. Mr. 
Phillips appealed to the General Term, and 
when that body affirmed the judgment he car- 
ried the case to the Court of Appeals. This 
last court rendered a decision on Tuesday last 
affirming the judgment.

Inside Coating for Paper Boxes, 





A composition for coating the insides 
of paper boxes consists of the following ingre- 
dients: Paraffine and bicarbonate of soda or 
alum, the proportion of the soda or alum being 
sufficient to harden the paraffine when applied 
to the box. These ingredients are to be thor- 
oughly mingled by heating. The alum is not 
absolutely necessary, since the soda will 
harden the paraffine sufficiently to withstand 
the action of most liquids, paints, &c., but 
where considerable heat is to be withstood 
alum is used. There are several substances— 
such as glue and gum-arabic—which may be 
added to the composition to render the latter 
more impervious to turpentine, but this is not 
necessary, as the paraffine and soda are unaf- 
fected by turpentine or any of the usual solv- 
ents. Of course the soda combined with the 
paraffine has additional advantages beyond 
the mere hardening of the paraffine, since the 
oil and odor of the latter are entirely neutral- 
ized, and the box is thereby rendered suitable 
to contain liquids to be used as food.
